To be ſure, he had courage ſufficient 
for a major-general ; but he was not only un- 
wieldy, but fo lethargically ſtupid, that he fell 
Heep even in, muſical aflemblies, and ſnored in 
the play-houſe, as bad, poor man ! as he uſed to 
ſnore in his bed. However, having received 


many taunts and reproaches. from my grandtather 


(who was become by age very tart and pceviſh) 
He refolved to challenge his own couſin german 
by the mother's fide, brigadier TRUNCHEON of 
Soho-ſquare. It ſeems the perſon challenged fixes 
upon the place and weapons. T'RrRUNCHEON, a 
deep-ſighted man, choſe Primroſe-hill for the 
ficld of battle, and ſwords for the weapons of de- 
fence. To avoid ſuſpicion, and to prevent a diſ- 
covery, they were to walk together from. Picca- 
dilly, where we then lived, to the ſummit of 
Primroſe-hill. TRUNch RE ON's ſcheme took ef- 
fea. Mr. Muzzy was much fatigued and out 
of breath with the walk. However, he drew 


his ſword ; and, as he aflured me himſelf, began 


to attack his couſin 'I RUNCHEON with a valour 
which muſt have charmed my grandfather, had 


ke been preſent. The brigadier went back; Mr.

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Mvzzy purſued ; but not having his adverſary's | 


alacrity, he ſtopped a little to take breath, He 
ſtopped, alas! too long: his lethargy came on 
with more than ordinary violence: he firſt do- 


zed, as he ſtood upon his legs, and then beginning 


to nod forwards, dropt by degrees upon his 
face in a moſt profound fleep. IRUNcHEON, 
baſe man ! took this opportunity to wound my 
huſband as he Jay ſnoring on the ground; and 
he had the cunning to direct his ſtab in ſuch a 
manner, as to make it ſuppoſed that Mr. Muzz v 
had fled, and in his flight had received a wound 
in the moſt ignominious part of his body. You 
will aſk what became of the ſeconds? They 
were both killed upon the ſpot ; but being only 


two ſervants, the ane a butler, the other a cook, 


they were buried the fame night; and by the 
power of a little money properly applied, no far- 
ther enquiry was ever made about them. 

Mu. MuzzY, wounded as he was (the blood 
trickling from him in great abundance) might 


probably have ſlept upon that ſpot for many hqurs,, 


had not he been awakened by the cruel bites of 
a maſtiff, The dog began firſt ta lick his blood, 
and then tearing his cloaths, fell upon the wound- 
ed part, as if it had been carrion.
